the figure of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, playing the role of the 
“good neighbor," and bringing to the 
attention of the people, not only of 
his own country, but of the world, 
the idea that a community of nations 
must cooperate in their diplomatic 
relationships to the end that each 
must depend upon the others for both 
foreign and domestic prosperity. 

At the time he took office in 1933. 
when the whole nation was torn by 
the ravages of the depression, it is 
remarkable how Mr. Roosevelt divid¬ 
ed his attention between the domestic 
affairs and speeding the country to 
prosperity, and international affairs, 
bringing about trade pacts and pro¬ 
moting international good will, the 
former of which has aided materially 
in conquering the depression. When 
whole sections of the earth were in 
an upheaval of war.especially Europe, 
we here in America have a feeling 
of security because of the spirit of 
good will that mutually exists be¬ 
tween our country and the great 
world powers of the earth 

His policies and those of the ad¬ 
ministration on war have given us 
new insight into the factors that 
contribute to the cause of war. The 
heart of the evil of stirring up war 
has been struck at by showing what 
part munition manufacturers play in 
causing international trouble, and 
neutrality laws have recently been 
passed to prohibit their interference 
in the affairs of belligerent nations 
The president’s recent visit to South 
America has placed a new emphasis 
upon the Monroe Doctrine and has 
helped in consolidating the western 
hemisphere into a community of na¬ 
tions of good neighbors. This will 
have a profound effect upon other 
nations in promoting peace and good 
will. 

Second, fifty years from now, when 
the student of history has scanned 
the pages of world history, he will 
be so impressed by the part played 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt in inter¬ 
national affairs during these trying 
times that he will enquire more defi¬ 
nitely into his actions at home in the 
administration of the affairs of his 
own country. And he will find that 
the political views held by Mr. Roose¬ 
velt are another factor that contrib¬ 
uted to making him a world figure.

A Vital Motive 

Ideal education is a vital motiv 
for any and all good work. 


Should the varnish on a floor ap¬ 
pear dingy, although not worn 
through, a single thin coat of var¬ 
nish all over will restore its fresh¬ 
ness. Before varnishing, the floor 
should be washed. A floor should 
be washed in sections—not all over 
at one time. Thick suds of a pure 
soap should first be used, followed 
by clean cloths damp with clear 
water to remove all traces of the 
soap. A washed section should then 
be wiped dry and washing continued 
on an adjoining section. A wood 
floor should not be flooded with 
water; in washing, no more water 
should be used than necessary. 
Even so, some water will soak in. 
and a washed floor should have at 
least twenty-four hours drying be¬ 
fore being varnished. 

Good quality floor varnish should 
be used; inexpensive varnishes will 
quickly scratch and wear. A can of 
varnish should not be shaken or 
violently stirred, for either of these 
will produce air bubbles in the var¬ 
nish that will mar the finished job. 
Beginning at one wall, the section 
should be varnished to the other 
wall, and then, returning to the 
start, the next width of strips should 
be varnished in the same way. Var¬ 
nish should be applied with a fairly 
full brush, and should always be 
brushed in straight strokes. Varnish 
is spread forward by carrying the 
brush in straight strokes over the 
same place until an entire brushful 
is spread in a thin coat.

Persistence in Efforts Likely to 
Bring About Fulfillment of Ambition 


The cross is accepted throughout 
the world as the emblem of the 
Christian church. The death of the 
Son of God for the sins of the world 
is a focal point not only in history 1 
but in theology. It is for this reason I 
that we give so much study to the | 
cross and its meaning. 

Calvary comes between Christmas 
and Easter. Jesus came as the 
Babe of Bethlehem—God incarnate 
in the flesh. He died for you and 
me. Death could not hold him. He 
arose in victory. He is now at the 
Father’s right hand, an Advocate 
with the Father. He is coming 
again. Each statement is an in¬ 
dispensable truth! 

The assigned text gives only a 
portion of the moving account of 1 
the trial and crucifixion of Jesus j 
but suffices to bring before us in 
graphic contrast four pictures— I 

I. Pilate—Convinced but Afraid. 

Pilate was in a most difficult posi- . 

tion. To turn one way meant to in- } 
cur the wrath of the Jews he gov- I 
erned. To turn the other meant that 
he would be accused of disloyalty | 
to Rome. He was convinced that 
Jesus was innocent, but was afraid 
to follow his own convictions. 

Many there are who follow* in his 1 
steps. They know what they ought to 
do with Jesus, but fear the com- I 
ments of friends or loss of earthly 
advantage, and take their place , 
with Pilate. 

II. The Jews—Hostile and Hard¬ 
hearted. 

The common people heard Jesus 
gladly. They loved him and would 
have followed him. But the Jewish 
leaders, and those whom they had , 
misled, hated him with malicious i 
hatred. 

They are typical of those who in 
our day have long and repeatedly 
rejected the claims of the Lord 
Jesus on their lives. They have 
hardened their hearts against him 
until they have become embittered, j 

Paul says, “They received not 
the love of the truth that they might 
be saved, and for this cause God 
shall send them a strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie” (II 
Thess. 2:10.11). 

Let those who have long rejected 
the Saviour be warned lest they also 
crucify afresh the Son of God. 

III. The Disciples—Remembered 
by the Saviour. 

The thoughtful tenderness of Jesus 
in providing for his mother even in 
his own hour of deep suffering, 
moves upon our hearts and urges 
us to follow’ his example. This is a j 
hard world; let the followers of 
Jesus be tender and kind. 

In thus caring for his mother, 
Jesus gives thought also to the new’ 
responsibility of the disciple “whom | 
he loved.” What a sacred and re¬ 
sponsible trust, but is it not true j 
that we also are called and com¬ 
missioned by him? 

IV. Jesus—The Saviour. 

To see the guiltless, spotless Son 
of God hung on the cross in propitia¬ 
tion for our sins is to bring us to our i 
knees to cry as did Martin Luther, I 
“For me, for me!” 

Majestic in the assurance that he | 
laid down his own life, he walks as ; 
a King in the midst of all the con¬ 
fusion round about him. 

He was 

1. Silent. His enemies made great 
hue and cry against him. Pilate i 
j questioned him again and again, j 
Few were the words he spoke, but 
1 fraught with more meaning than all 
j the words of men. 

I 2 Strong. All through his life j 
• nnd in his death one is impressed 
| by his strength. All too often sacred 
art, drawing on its imagination, 
presents our Lord as an effeminate ! 
weakling. No; he was and is glor- j 
iously strong. 

3. Sympathetic. We have already 
dwelt on his tender love for his 
mother. Gentleness is alw’ays an 
attribute of strength, not of weak¬ 
ness. 

4. The Saviour. When he cried 
“It is finished,” he did so in no 
weak submission to an inevitable 
death No; he had wrought out re¬ 
demption, a complete and finished 
redemption for you and for me.

It reminded me of a little jingle 
that is oft quoted by a rolling- 
stone friend of mine, w r ho brought 
it back from the West of Canada, 
w’here he first heard it. It goes like 
this: 

If It rains or if it snows, 

If It’s calm or If It blows, 

What’ll happen no one knows, 

So keep a-goln*. 

A well-known athlete once told 
me that he had won many a sec¬ 
ond and third prize by simply 


keeping on. Dogged does it. Even 
when he realized that ho couldn’t 
beat the winner, he set his mind 
on being in the first three, and got 
there. 

A Motto for Many. 

Keep a-goin’ is a motto not only 
for rolling stones and athletes and 
violet-sellers. It is a motto for 
housewives who are faced with a 
tiring washing-day, for families 
who are faced with no very bril¬ 
liant outlook for the future, for 
those who are apt to lie down un¬ 
der the weight of present troubles. 

Nothing stands still. Things ei¬ 
ther get better or worse, nnd they 
are far more likely to get better 
if we persist in our efforts to 
make them so. 

Take heart. This year, England 
is to crown a new king. This 
year, too, we may crown some 
individual ambition with fulfil¬ 
ment. We can do it, I know, if we 
“keep a-goin’.”—Editor of London

2,000 Different Varieties

Seedbed Protects Young Plants 

brom Sun, Wind and Washing Rain 

o 



Select a Sheltered Position for the 
Seedbed if Possible. 


Preparing a seedbed properly is a 
big step towards a successful garden. 
It tells the story of how much return 
in the way of plants you are likely to 
get from a packet of seeds and elim¬ 
inates much waste. 

Select a position sheltered from the 
full force of wind and sun if possible. 
Bear in mind that directly under the 
branches of trees is not a good loca¬ 
tion for the drip from the branches 
during rainstorms is likely to wash 
seeds out of the ground. Spade the 
soil thoroughly. It is an excellent plan 
if the soil breaks up with difficulty to 


run it through a sieve for the top 
layer. If the soil is heavy lighten it 
by working in torpedo or silver 
sand. Heavy soil that crusts easily is 
a poor medium for seed sowing. It 
should be easily penetrated by the tiny 
root striking downward and' the tiny 
leaves pushing upward to the light 
and air. 

It is not necessary to fertilize the 
seedbed. Fertility is not a requisite 
in producing germination. That comes 
in the later stages. Ordinarily good 
soil will do perfectly well. 

If the seedbed necessarily is ex- 
i posed to the full sweep of wind and 
sun it is an easy matter to erect a 
temporary fence or shelter to break 
the force of the wind and also an easy 
matter to improvise a lath screen to 
set over it to break the full force of 
the sun if hot days happen along. To 
break the force of driving rains which 
might wash seeds out of the row, win¬ 
dow screen is excellent. Burlap may 
be laid over the bed until the seeds 
start germinating to serve the same 
purpose and also to prevent too rapid 
evaporation of the moisture. 

With the seedbed carefully pre¬ 
pared, make it a point not to sow the 
seed so thickly that the plants will 
come up in bunches. Sow thinly and 
in the case of seed so fine that it is 
difficult to handle, mix with twice or 
three tirr.es its bulk line sand to 
make thin sowing easier. Space the 
big seeds r > that the plants will not 
touch when they germinate.
